ABOUT THE CORN PHOSFEUT. 


_Woeds Growing Faster Than Corn 


and Poor Prospects. 


Farmers all around are working hard 


trying to keep down the weeds. It is 
hard work, as the rain koeps him out vt 
the nelds, but the weeds nre strictly in it. 
Still in this county the crop is in fair 
shape. Beports from Illinois are unfav- 
orable, and in other states farmers are 
no better off. 
Telegrams from Nebraska 


and Iowa contain the information that 
the farmers were being advised to bang 
to their corn and deliver no more until 
there should be an improvement in the 
grading. The tremendous pressure of 
low grades on the market has led to a 
decline in the prices for No. 3, and under 
that is discouraging to the farmer and 
the commission man as well. Friday in 
Chicago half the entire receipts were No. 
4 and no grade; in other words, G01 oars 
out of 1,211 oars posted as inspected in 
were below No. 3, with only 73 good 
enough to pass our contracts. 


A farmer from the eon them part of 


the state wss yesterday asked how corn 
was coming along in his section. "Com- 
ing along? It isn't coming," he said. 
"Some of it isn't planted yet." Tho 
farmers say that they do not expect to 
got marketable corn from much of this 
year's planting, but that it will be good 
for fodder. It is some of these Btntc- 
mnnts that lead holders of corn to conut 
on 65 cents OB the price in the near fu- 
ture. There are but 304,000 bushels of 
contract grades in store nnd tLe short 
interest in July io estimated nt 10,<)00- 
000 bushels. It is no wouder that the 
shorts are nervous.
